She is about to 
be discharged and to return 
home to us. 
We really don’t know what 
our 
attitude 
Should 
be 
and 
wonder if you can m ake some 
suggestions about how to handle 
her. 
Mr. aud Mrs. B. N., N. J. 
D ear Mr. and Mrs. N .t It is 
wise that you should consider 
in advance the problems that 
m ay 
arise 
when 
your 
aunt 
returns to your house. 
F a r too many people in this 
sam e situation block out the 
reality of it, and just play it 
by ear when the tim e comes. 
This is wrong, because it adda 
a great burden to the family 
and to the patient. 
The spectacular advances in 
die 
treatm ent 
of 
mental 
disturbances 
by 
drugs 
and 
psychotherapy 
have 
virtually 
emptied 
many 
of our m ajor 
m ental institutions. 
It is estim ated that more than 
50 per cent of m ental patients 
are hospitalized for only 
4 to 
6 
weeks 
before 
re ’urning 
to 
their homes and community. 
This is a far cry from the 
terrible times not too long ago 
when many such patients were 
hospitalized 
indefinitely 
and 
considered incurable. 
P a tie n t returning home from 
a mental hospital must make 
as great an adjustm ent to you 
as you do to them . You can 
be certain that if there were 
any physical danger you would 
be 
prepared 
by the 
hospital 
physicians. 
More 
likely, 
the 
patient would not be discharged 
at all. 
Patients 
who 
return home 
afoer any illness, physical or 
m ental, must be treated in a 
tender, gentle but m ature way 
until they recover their physical 
and emotional 
strength 
and 
adjust to being home. 
The so-called m ental patient, 
once home, m ust be allowed to 
take liis place in tile family 
In your case, your aunt must 
not be looked at as a behavior 
problem who m ust be guarded 
against. A good rule of thumb 
is to give the patient the benefit 
of the doubt. 
She now has the right to react 
to any situation in her own way 
without being made aware that 
her 
judgment 
is 
poor 
or 
inadequate 
because 
of 
her 
for m er illness. 
It is rather easy to become 
ovcrprotective and to shield such 
people 
from the 
everyday 
problems in a household. This 
does them little or no good 
because it only prolongs their

—Over the past decade, prac­ 
tically unnoticed, the energy in­ 
dustry has become a near-mo- 
nopoly with major oil compa­ 
nies moving to take control of 
gas, coal and uranium produc­

The only federal action taken 
to ease coal shortages was an 
Interstate Commerce Commis 
sion order doubling charges lev 
ied against 
coal, hopper cars 
standing idle. Until the order 
was issued, the cars were being 
monopolized to transport coal to 
port cities for export. But fre 
quentiy, when the cars arrived 
there were no ships to pick up 
the* cargo and when the cars fi 
naMy were emptied they were 
slow being rescheduled for use.
